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( NE branch of the new art of Myemonics we 
| have always pra¢tifed and taught, the art of 
remembering what good books have been publithed, 
in any branch of knowledge. In many other things, 
we agree with Themiftocles that the art of forgetting 
muft be the moft defirable; and in particular we 
very quickly forget what books and authors we have 
been obliged to cenfure. Of thefe, therefore, no 
traces remain in our half-yearly Prefaces; which may 
not improperly be called, the beauties of literary re- 
colleGlion, Firft then, as ufual, for theological me- 
morials. 


Divinity. 


The pleafure of commending a valuable work is 
fenfibly diminifhed, when the author can no longer 
enjoy the commendations he has earned. That this 
fhould happen in the cafe of Dr. Pearfon, we parti- 
cularly regretted. His pious and ufeful labours at 
Rempftone we had often celebrated ; and when we 
faw him not only in the pulpit of Warburton, but at 
the head of a College in Cambridge, (Sidney) we 
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rejoiced at the well-earned diftinétions. But, thoogh 
his Warburtonian Lefures * were not a pofthumous 
publication, yet before we could give them due con- 
fideration, the author was no more. We did not in- 
deed, in all points, adopt his opinions ; yet our dif- 
ferences were not fuch, as would have leffened our re- 

ard for the living, nor will diminifh our eulogy on 
the dead. He was a pious, learned, and able man, 
and his Lectures are worthy of the author, 

A misfortune not much lighter has fallen upon the 
next author, whom we have to celebrate. Blindnefs, 
accompanied by the total lofs of an income, at beft 
but very fcanty, has been the vifitation of Dr. Bid- 
lake, whofe Bampton Leéfures + we lately reviewed. 
It is with much fatisfaétion that we fee an active 
exertion of benevolence, in patronizing a fecond edi- 
tion of thofe Lectures, for the benefit of the, almoft 
deftitute, though well-deferving author; whofe mis- 


fortunes, we truft, will thus obtain the beft worldly 
alleviation they are capable of receiving, 


The more we confider the vaft i importance of the 
Doéttrine of Atonement, and the. profound and mat- 
terly manner in which it has been treated, in all its 


bearings and refults by Dr. Magee +, with the more 
fatisfaction do we return to his republithed and always 
improving volumes, But, beyond all the eulogies 
that we can accumulate, is the ftriking fa that a 
work, on fo abftrufe a fubje& of Divinity, fhould 
be going from edition to edition, by the inceflant 
demand of the public. The fourth edition we 
underitand to be now in the prefs, and to that. we 
fhall again advert, if we find new matter of fufficient 
importance to juftify our return to it. Of trivial 
or even moderately uleful books, a fingle notice may 


be quite enough; but where the fundamentals of

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Religion are fo defended and illuftrated we cannot 
return too often to the work. To Mr. Gyles alfo, 
a young Layman, of ample property, we feel that a 
articular attention is due, fer his learned and fatis- 
factory Efflay on the Authenticity of the New Tetta- 
ment *. If fuch ftudies can be rendered general 
(we will not ufe fo trifling a word as fafhionable, on 
fuch an occafion) by examples of this kind, our 
aid fhall never be wanting to give them currenc 
and commendation. ‘To the zealous efforts of Dr. 
Buchanan in behalf of our common faith, and to his 
defire to fee its light diffufed through the regions of the 
Faft, we cannot refufe our approbation ; but though, 
on this account, we have always recommended his 
labours to attention, we cannot recommend them to 
implicit adoption, It is in this manner only that 
we can fpeak of his Chriffian Refearches +; referring 
for a nm to our more extended dilcufion of 


the fubject. 
While Dr. Buchanan is labouring to excite the 


zeal of Chriftians in India, Mr. Alaurice is expofing 
the Frauds of their adverfaries, the Brabmins {; 
frauds too grofs, in faé, to notice, had they not been 


eagerly caught up by Apoftate Chriftians, to lend, 
if poffible, fomething of a new colour to their in- 
efficient arguments. With how little fuccefs the 
have laboured Mr. Maurice’s book will fhow. Mr. 
W. Vanjittart alfo turns our attention to the Eatt, 
but for ftill a different purpofe. He employs the 
works of oriental travellers to illuftrate /elec? paffages 
of the Old Teftament ||, a method always commenda- 
ble, and hitherto by means exhaufted. | 

Of the new and much augmented edition of 


Bowyer’s Conjectures on the New Teftament §, we

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muft fpeak with much referve, It is a work for 
the learned only; and for thofe among the learned 
who can difcriminate and judge for themfelves. 
Conjectures on the facred text are at beft extremely 
hazardous. Hence is it that the work, though 
valuable, can deferve only a partial recommendation. 
We fhould have faid more on this fubjeét before, 
had not accidental hurry intervened. 

Of colleG&ted Sermons, we have found reafon to 
praife thofe publifhed by Mr. Naylor *, and the 
partly pofthumous difcourfes of Mr. Saville +. The 
felection publifhed by Mr. Clapham f, and another 
by an anonymous Editor |, are formed with good 
judgment, and may be ftrongly recommended. for 
the purpofes ftated by the refpective editors. Frey's 
Hebrew Bible §, though profeffing only to be a re- 
publication of Vander "Hooght, muft not be paffed in 
filence. Whatever tends to affift the Biblical {tudent, 
and to promote the ftudy of the facred language, 
muft be deferving of notice and regzrd. 

Among the fhorter publications, in this clafs, 
there are fome very highly worthy of diftinétion, 
nor can we poffibly hefitate to give the place 
of pre-eminence to the Bifbop of Lincoln’s Charge 
to his Clergy §. The found and accurate views 
which this difcourfe exhibits, on the important fub- 
je&t of the Catholic claims, cannot be too deeply 
eonfidered by the clergy and laity, at the prefent 
arduous crifis. ‘How it is that fuch multitudes have 
loft the recollection of thefe truths, or learned to 
fhut their eyes to the confequences of them, we 
cannot by any means underftand! It is as if we 
were become a different people, fram what we were

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a very few years back.—The Romanifts are -not fo 
fupine, and as they have lately publifhed, “* Reafons 
why a Roman Catholic cannot conform to the Pro- 
teftant Religion,” fo they have been fully anfwered 
in an anonymous tract called the Protefiant and 
Papifts Manuai*, which, as we have attributed it 
to the Bifbop of St. David’s, we notice here among 
jimilar works, The Charge of the fame Bifhop to 
his clergy + is chiefly controverfial. His object is 
to refcue the fair fame of his predecefiors in that See, 
from very harfh and very unjuft imputations, in 
which he appears to us to be completely fuccefsful. 

Archdeacon Pott, in a very well argued Charge tf, 
has fhown that the objections drawn, either from the 
virtues of Heathens and the vices of Chriftians, are 
equally invalid, as affecting the fuperiority of our 
holy Religion, The charge of Archdeacon Cam- 
bridge || is more of a praétical nature, but very ufe- 
ful to the clergy, and a proof of laudable attention to 
bufinefs of importance. Among feveral Sermons 
worthy of notice, that of Mr, Douglas, preached 
at St. Paul’s §, muft not be omitted. It is at once 
remarkable for ftyle and argument. 

But it fo happens, that the Sermon which moft 
demands attention, among thofe which we have 
lately read, is the production of a foreigner, of an 
American, whofe name is Channing . That it is 
a political Sermon, is very true; but its politics are 
thofe ofa true Chriftian, who abhors tyranny and unjuft 
ambition, though decorated with dazzling fuccefs; 
who venerates the ftruggles for liberty, which have 
been and are ftill made by tHe Encuisn, fo much 
calumniated in his country; and who dares to de- 
velope the dangers into which his countrymen are 
drawn, by the arts of perfidy, and the fuccefs of cor-

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ruption. We have given, we could not indeed re- 
frain from giving, a further fpecimen from this dif 
tinguifhed compofition, in our prefent number. 


History and ANTIQUITIES, 


The records of Ecclefiaftical Hiftory very na- 
turally fucceed to the fubjeét of Theology, and what 
records, excepting thofe of infpiration, can be fo 
important? It was this confideration which induced 
us to take the advantage of a new edition of 
Mofbeim in Englifh *, to give our fentiments on that 
work, in comparifon with a more recent compilation 
by the late Mr. Fof. Milner +. No ecclefiattical 
hiftorian has yet written, on whom implicit reliance 
can be placed. Mofheim fees nothing but what is 
democratic in the original conftitution of the Chriftian 
Church, and accufes the moft venerable of the 
Fathers of fyitematic falfefhood; Miulner fees no 
true Chriftianity except where he can trace the Cal- 
viniflic fyftem of divine decrees; and imagine the 
miraculous illapfes of the Holy Spirit. In other 
tefpects, both hiftorians are highly valuable; but at- 
tention muft always be had to the fecret bias of each. 
Popifh hiftorians have again another clafs of pre-~ 
judices, It muft be from a careful comparifon of 
all, confronted with every original document which 
can be found, that a perfect hiftory of the Church, 
if fuch a work can ever be expected, muft be pro- 
duced. We have not yet concluded what we have 
to fay on this important fubjeét. In the early hif- 
tory of the Church, nothing can be more curious, 
or, in fome points of view, more important, than 


that which the Bifbop of Si. David's [ has fo lately

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brought into frefh notice, the idea that St. Paul 
actually planted the Gofpel in Britain. The pofition 
is nota new one, as may be feen by the authorities, 
ancient and modern which the learned Bifhop has 
produced. Nor can it furely be denied to ftand upon 
very probable grounds. That it was his full inten- 
tion to go into Spain, we find twice mentioned by 
himfelf, (Rom. xv. 24. 28.) and being there, he 
could hardly be unmindful of Gaul and Britain. In 
this matter, the chief difficulty is a chronological 
oint,which.isdifcuffed by the Bifhop, (with the utmoft 
refpect for the writer) againft the author of the next 
work which we have here to mention, Dr. Hales; 
whole New Axnalyhs of Chronology we began to notice 
in our former volume *, have continued to confider 
in-the prefent +, and fhall not finally difmifs from 
our board, till fome progrefs fhall have been made in the 
volume now to commence. A work of fuch deep 
learning, .and laborious refearch, muft neither be 
petulantly cenfured, on account of a few doubtful 
opinions, nor lightly difcarded, with a fhort and 
common confideration, 

Turning our.eyes from thefe more learned works, 
we come.to Mr. Bourke’s Hiftory of the Moors in 
Spain ft, a period of Hiflory, hitherto but little 
handled, and embracing more objects of curiofity 
than, on a flight confideration, might be imagined, 
Mr. Rodd carries us to the fertile “fource of much 
modern poetry, in tranflating for us the Hiftory af- 
cribed to Archbifhop Turpin ‘yw hile many verfions 
from old Spanifh ballads evince his own attachment 
to the Muies. Mr. Bigland, who is now a practifed 
hiftorian, has, lately given us the hiltory of Europe §,

but handled, neverthelefs by him with judgment and 
impartiality. 

Of Antiquities, a mote pleafing and inftruétive 
[pecimen has not often been produced, than in Mr. 

ombe’s account of the Marbles in the Britifh Moa- 
Jelim *, The firft pare is now publifhed, befides a 
kind of introduction, on the Perva Cottas in that 
hoble repofitory =; and there can be no doubt that 
every friend to the fine arts, as well as every claffical 
antiquaty, will anxioufly expect the contintiation of 
the work, Jr. Brewer, in bis Account of various 
Palaces t, is fometimes a defcriber, and fometimes 
dn antiquary, but always more or lefs hiftorical; and 
his work, befides the value it derives fromthe plates; 
is in many refpeéts inftructive as well as pleafing. 
The Hiftory of Mington, as viven by Mr. Neljfon }, 
is a valuable and judicious fpecimen of local refearch. 
That the whole vicinity of London fhould be thus 
iNuftrated is certainly defirable; and the progrels 
already made in it gives a reafonable hope of its 
completion, | 


Brocrapnuy, 


The prefent half year has been well fupplied with 
atticles of biography. Waynffete, the venerable 
founder of Magdalen College, Oxford, leads the way. 
His Life §, a pofthumous work of the late Dr, 
Chandler, of that College, known during his life by

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feveral valuable publications, is a pleafing monument 
of public gratitude. Had it been undertaken by the 
author earlier in life, and completed to his own fatis- 
faction, it would doubtlefs have had additional 
value. But the life which has gratified us moft, 
from the interefling nature of its materials, and 
the manner in which they are employed, is Mr. 
Black's Life of Taffo *. tis not drawn out into twe 
volumes, as fome biographical works are, for the 

rofit of the author and the publifher; but is filled 
with pleafing and valuable matter, of which even a 
part is referved to another publication on Taffo, for 
want of room in this. We cannot fay exactly the 
fame of a life, imporiant in itfelf, but certainly com- 
menced in too diffufe a way, the Life of the great 
Lord Somers, by Afr. Madock +, a barrifter of Lin- 
coln’s Inn. If the author, in his future volume or 
volumes, can be perfuaded to comprefs rather than 
dilate his materials, he will form a work, not only 
acceptable to his own profeffion, but to the general 
reader. The life of another eminent lawyer, Sir J4- 
chael Fofter, is of a very different character. It is 
an eflay of very moderate length, drawn u 
originally by Mr. Dodfom { for the Biographia Bn- 
tannica, and now feparatcly publifhed, on account 
of the ceffation of that work. Mr. Nichols’s Me- 
moirs of W. Bowyer, now republifhed under the 
title of Literary Anecdotes of the eighteenth Century ||, 
are in fact beft defignated by their new name; being a 
moft extenfive collection of memoirs of almoft every 
literary perfon who lived at that period, connected 
chiefly by the circumftance of their having printed 
works at the prefs of Bowyer. We have only given, 
as yet, a {mall fpecimen from this very various and 
interefting work.

The Life of Benjamin Stillingfleet, by Mr. Coxe *, 


is connected with an edition of his principal works, 

It is however, well deferving of diftiné notice: nor 
fhould we omit to mention that the work by Mr, 

Britton +, which we fhall attend to in another place, 
contains very excellent biographical fketches of the 
artifts whofe works are there reprefented, and of the 
perfons whofe portraits are given. Mr. Ly/ons’s 
account of the life of a friend, Mr. C. B. Trve of 
Gloucefter {, is well deferving of notice, though 
modeftly and preperly defignated by the name of a 
fketch. Mi/s Seward’s Letters, in fix volumes |, 
we can confider in no other view than as her own 
record of her life and opinions. They were pre- 
ferved by her for the exprefs purpofe of publication; 
and doubtlefs comprife, fo far as» her wifhes have 
been complied with, the picture which fhe intended 
to leave of herfelf, with iketches alfo of many other 
perfons. Nor can we have any fitter place for men- 
tioning Mr. D’Ijracli's Calamities of Authors §. It is 
a colleétion undoubtedly, of a biographical kind ; 

and though not entitled to the higheft praife, either 
for ftyle or difpofition of materials, is clearly fuperior 
to any other production of the: fame pen, and on 
many accounts attractive to the reader. That it will 
tend: to meliorate the condition of authors, or deter 
a fingle young man, of fcribbling propenfities, from 
rufhing into a profeffion fo unprofitable, is rather to be 
hoped than expected. 


TRAVELS. 


Major General Kirkpatrick, whofe publication of 
the Letters of Tippoo claimed our attention in two

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preceding volumes, has now produced an account 
of the Kingdom of Nepaul*, or Nipal (as Turner 
wrote it) which muft always rank among the beft 
books in this cla. If Europe ever attains a complete 
knowledge of the Eaft of Afia, it will be chiefly 
from the publications of Englifh travellers. Mr. 
Morier, lately Secretary of Embaff iy at the Court 
of Perfia +, adds materially to our information res 
fpecting that Country, and the route from thence 
to Conftantinople. A@ajor Francklin, in a fmall 
volume }, has publifhed fupplementary notices of 
Ava, and the northern’ parts of Hindofian. Dr. 
Clarke, by no means an ordinary traveller, engages 
us in difcuffion and controverfy. His /econd part | 
like his firft, contains much that is ingenious and 
amufing, mixed with much that is open to objections. 
The mere matter of fatt traveller is certainly a fafer 
companion, but is feldom equally attra@tive. For 
fomeiaccount of the interior of Africa we are obliged 
to the Affociation § formed for difcovery in th rofe 
parts, where in fpite of every effort, the extreme 
difficulty of exploring will long keep us ignorant of 
much that we ardently wifh to know. 

But it isnot by Englith travellers exclufively that 
imformation is brought from thefe diftant regions ; 
M.. de Chateaubriand, a poet, and an interefting 
writer on many fubjeéts, has furnifhed an account 
of Greece, Paleftine, Egypt, and Barbary @; and a 
Ruffian traveller, M. Seetzen ** has alfo explored 
Paleftine, and the countries neareft to it. The. nar- 
rative of this gentleman is publifhed under the 
aufpices of the Palettine Affociation, another laud- 
able combination of private individuals, for the 
purpofe of inereafing ufeful knowledge. China,

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which is always fure to excite curiofity, is pleafingly 
depicted in a work tranflated from, the French of 
M. Bertin *, which they will gladly purchafe, who 
cannot afpire to the more coftly publications on that 
fubject. Of the Nicobar Ilands, fome curious particu- 
bi have been publifhed by the Miffionaries from the 


-Moravian Brethren +; a fmall tract, but by no means 


devoid of intereft, on feveral accounts. 

The fubftance of many oriental excurfions, and 

the refult of much local knowledge, is publifhed by 
Captain Williamfon, ina book which he has named 
the Eaft India Vade-mecum {. It contains indeed 
fo much that muft be practically neceflary to every 
Englifhman going to our Indian fettlements, that we 
fhould fuppofe it will be as regularly purchafed as 
the flops and other accommodations requifite for the 
voyage. 
. Toa-very different climate and country, we are 
conducted by Mr. Hooker, whofe Tour in Leeland }, 
extends our knowledge of that curious country, in a 
manner extremely fatisfactory. 


Potirics. 


We have feen lately nothing fo impor tant in this line. 
as Mr. Chalmers’s Eftimate§, a work which has gone 
through feveral editions, but always with increaling 
claims upon the public attention and gratitude. We 
have here fact and document oppoted 1 to ipeculation, 
ufeful fact to pernicious theory; and we learn not 
to defpair of the public weal, merely by contempla- 
ting its real fituation. To Mr. Gregor of Trewar- 
thenick @, we are indebted for very powerful. re- 
marks on the pernicious {pirit of i innovation, which

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yeils itfelf under the ftale pretence of Reform, and 
which he faw ftrongly developed in a public meeting 
gt Bodmin. The Remarks on public affairs, pub- 
blifhed by Mr. Hunter *, are alfo of a valuable kind; 
while Mr. Burt +, treating on the influence of the 
French Revolution in this Country, brings forward 
ufeful obfervations, mingled with fome errors, 
Other tracts of this kind are too trifling to notice, 


Law. 


The lives of two eminent lawyers [Lord Somers 
and Sir Michael Fofter] already mentioned under 
Biography, may be confidered alfo as_profeffional 
works. Befides thefe, we have little of the kind at 
prefent to record. The work of Mr. Whitmarfh, 
on the Bankrupt Laws t, though not without merit, 
ftands upon a ground already occupied by works of 
credit and authority. Jr. Chitty’s book, on the 
Game. Laws ||, is a ufeful compilation; and an anony- 
mous work, entitled The Britifh Conftitution Analyzed §, 
takes a correct and hiftorical view of the fubjeé, 
from the time of Alfred to the prefent day. A com- 
pilation of this kind not warped by party views, nor 
fubfervient to any factious purpofes, is a real ac- 
guifition, and deferves to be recommended ; befides 
which it is portable, and not expenfive. We cannot 
feg why the author fhould haye withheld his name, 


MEDICINE and PHILOSOPHY. 


Nearly as thefe topics are allied, we do, not res 
colect having united them before, but having at

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prefent only a fcanty account to give of both, we 
hefitate not to do fo. Medicine ought to be certain- 
ly philofophical, and if at any time it is not fo, the 
fault muft be in the profeffor and not in the fcience. 

We begin by noticing the Pharmacologia of Dr. 
Paris *, a {mall but very valuable work. inftructing 
the young Phyfician in that important part of 
his bufinefs, the art of prefcribing with elegance and 
fuccefs. Dr. Latham’s elaborate work on Diabetes +, 
though not devoid of fuperfluities, will repay the 
patience which its perufal may demand, by very 
good information. Nor muft we pafs in filence the 
obfervations of Dr. Rees on Diforders of the Stomach T;3 
though not of very primary importance; nor equal, 
certainly, in point of philofophical refearch, to the 
Effay of Mr. Carmichael on the Scrofula |, in which 
a new hypothefis is fupported by much experiment, 
and very able reafoning. Should it be eftablifhed, 
the effect will be highly beneficial. 

The other works noted in our lift are rather of a 
furgical kind; namely, Dr. Farrel on Opbtbalmia, and 
its confequences §, and Dr. Jones on Hemorrbage |. 
In the former we have the refult of much and well 
conduéted experience, and in the latter no inconfider- 
ble fpecimen of anatomical and philofophical invefti- 
gation. 

The Philofopbical Tranfaéions of the Royal So- 
ciéty **, are a work which it is generally more im- 
portant to defcribe and to abridge than to criticize; 
nor can we ceafe to lament the debt under which we 
ftill labour, with refpect to that national work, from 
the lofs of our able friend Cavallo. Our laft réport 
carried us no further than to the end of 1809. Dr. 
Pitta, whom we have noticed in a former volume, 
has now publifhed an ingenious eflay,.on that much

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agitated queftion, the Influence of Climate on the Human 
Species *. It isa fubject which from its intricacy, 
we fhall not foon fee exhaufted, but every fenfible 
contribution towards it is worth receiving. <A {mall 
tract entitled Calendarium Botanicum, by the Rev, 
W. Phelps +, has the merit of compreffing, by 
means of fhort-hand marks, much ufeful information 
into a very narrow compafs. ‘That this is perform- 


ing an office of fome utility to fcience, will not furely 
be denied. | 


PoETRY. 


Here as ufual we have a copious account to ftate, 
but not abounding with articles of importance. An 
Epic Poem of courfe claims the precedence; and, 
though we could have wifhed that Mr. Wharton had 
taken a different fubjeét, we cannot but acknow- 
ledge much merit in his Roncefvalles t. But it is 
not only from the Houfe of Commons that we are 
to receive poetical contributions, the Houfe of Lords 
alfo puts in its claim, in the perfon of Lord Thurlow |, 
a name hitherto connected chiefly with Law. Her- 
milda in Palefiine written by this nobleman is at pre- 
fent only commenced; but it begins aufpicioufly, 
and is united with other refpectable proofs of .talent. 

Of {maller bards the number is great, and without 
fpecifying ‘‘ Alcander, and Halius, and Noemon, and 
Prytanis,” we may dwell with pleafure on the pro- 
ductions of fuch poets as A/r. Impey §, and Mr. 
Heber |. Thefe writers may enfure upon Parnaffus 
whatever rank feems worthy of their ambition; and 
their effuftons now publifhed are probably only an 
earneft of what we may expect in future. A/r. Dyer is 
no young candidate for fame, he has long held a

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eertain flation, from which his Poetics * will not tend 
to degrade him» The pocm entitled the Pleafures 
of Poffejion, by Mr. Verrai + will be claffed among 
the poetical Pleasures, ia no mean place ; though his 
fubject was certainly more difficult to handle, with 
propriety, than eith | 
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fpecimens of Poet ation. So happy are they 
in their degree of re fem iblance, where refemblance 
was intended, and fo judictoufly temperate in their 
degree of burleique, that it is hardly poffible to 
fugcett a an amendment. If we fpoke but briefly of 
them, it was from an idea that no reatler of poetry 
could be fo out of the worki as to want information 
on the fubject. The PiFurefque Tour of Dr. Syntax | 
continues anonymous, and the author, we believe, un- 
known. He evidently poffeffes powers beyond what 
appear in that laughable fketch; and ina lefs hurried 
compofiuion, with a better fyftem of verfification, would 
appear to much greater advantage. As it is, he is 
much indebted to the pencil of Mr, Rowlandfon for 
the effect of his poem. We took leave to bring 
ferward Mis ee lictle poem entitled /Vailing- 
ton Fil’ §, though not acuaily publithed. We 
thought, and aa think, that it has too much merit 
to remain confined to private circies. Of Afrs. 
Barbauld as a fuccefsful verfificr, we could fay much ; 
but we are too little pleafed with the topics of her 
poem, entiled 1841 @, to give it cordial com. 
mendation. The Mufes, when gloomy and difcon- 
teited, relemble more the Furies than the daughters 
of Apollo, Mr. Mathias, who, fince Milton, has 
beft cultivated the Italian Mufes, of any native of

Mifs F. Baillie has given us a third Volume of 
her Dramas on the Pafions t. Placing this fome- 
what below her former volumes, we fhould yet con- 
fider her as rivalled only by herfelf. We know not 
by what other mare fuch a tafk could have been exe- 
cuted with comparabie fuccefs, A Mr. Clarke has 
publifhed a Camety with the odd title of tbe Kifs ¢ 
It is in blank verfe,—aye, and in fpirited blank verfe, 
which runs parallel with the fcenes of Beaumont and 
Fletcher, without difadvantage. This is an acqui- 
fition, and we hope to hear more of it. Mr. Poole’s 
very eccentric Drama of Hamlet Travefii || makes an 
irrefiftible attack upon the rifible propenfiues. Nor 
are his comments lefs laughable than his text, and 
often very fairly fevere upon the learned Com- 
mentators of our inimitable bard. The Ancients 
acted parodies, and fomething of the fame nature 1s 
performed at the Theatre des Vaudevilles at Paris. 
We have not hitherto approached nearer to that ftyle 
than in the Rehearfal, the Critic, dc. where the 
burlefque is of a more general nature.
